Wants Us to Withdraw from the Plil- 


llppines, Buy Aguiualdo or Sell 


the Islands to Japan 


Chicago, Sept. 19—The correspondent 


of the Record in the far east, John T. 
McCucheon, has cabled an interesting 
interview which he had with Li Hung 
Chang, the Chinese statesman, 
at 


Shanghai. 


•Li Hung Chang freely discussed the 


American occupation of the Philippines, 
and questions incidental to the cam- 
paign. 


"What do I think of your American 


occupation of the Philippines?" 
He said. "I consider it a great mistake. 
If Grant had lived, no such mistake 
would have been made, for the people 
trusted him, obeyed him and believed 
in him. 


"I think America should ultimately 


withdraw from the islands." 


"But," I said, "America could not 


retire honorably during hostilities. The 
islands were not sought but forcedupon 
us as a result of the war." 


"Is Aguinaldo not a man of ability 


and patriotism?" asked 
the 
distin- 


guished statesman. 


"Aguinaldo," I replied, "sold out to 


Spain once, and possibly is waiting for 
the chance to sell out again." 


"Then why not buy him off?" asked 


his excellency. 


"Because/1 I 
said, "it would be 


against American policy." 


"You have already been buying is- 


lands," he retorted. "You paid $20,- 
000,000 to Spain after the war 
had 


ceased. Would it not bo a good idea to 
pay a little more to complete the bar- 
gain, and 
prevent 
further loss of 


American life and art endless pension 
roll?" 


"What do you suggest?" I inquired. 
"Sell the islands to Japan." he said.

Chinese Proteni Acalim Otis' Order 
Washington. Sept. 19.—Chinese Min- 


ister Wu Tmg Fang has lodged with the 
state department an emphatic protest 
from the Chinese government against the 
military order of General Otis excluding 
Chinese from the Philippines. From re- 
liable quarters it is learned that it in- 
sists that General Otis' action is contrary 
to international law, in violation of ex- 
isting treaties, and in complete disre- 
gard of the friendly relations which 
have been, so long maintained between 
the two countries. 


Minister Wu called at the state de- 


partment last Friday, and it is believed 
he submitted, the protest in person at 
that time. The matte.r was promptly 
brought to the attention of the president, 
as the protest gave the subject an inter- 
national aspect considerably beyond the 
purely military questions involved. 


It is stated that China points out that 


she has welcomed the recent advent of 
the United States into the affairs of the 
far east, and has hoped that this step 
would prove a further bond and extend 
the relations between the two counr 
tries, particularly in their neighboring 
possessions. Furthermore, it is under- 
stood that among the specific points of 
protest submitted by the Chinese gov- 
ernment is one to the effect that such an 
order is a departure from the announced 
purpose of the president of the Unit-d 
States to maintain the present status of 
affairs in the Philippines until congress 
has determined a permanent condition. 


The military phases of the question 


have been referred to Secretary Root. 
Owing to his familiarity with interna- 
tional law he probably will consider the 
subject broadly, both in its international 
as well as its military aspect. General 
Otis" order was issued some time ago, 
without direction from Washington and 
apparently as a military necessity, al- 
though the Chinese protest urges that 
there is no such military necessity, but 
on the contrary that the Chinese have 
rendered valuable military assistance. 


General Otis' order is f?lgned by him- 


self, as military governor of the Philip- 
pines, nnd by Brigadier General Charles 
W. Whlttaker as collector of customs 
having supervision of Chinese affairs. 
It says: "The laws of the United States' 
which prohibit the entrance of Chinese 
will be enforced here." 


The decree tlien excepts such Chinese 


as have previously lived in the Phil- 
ippines, and who hold certificates show- 
Ing this fact. 
It also excepts Chinese 


officials, travelers, etc., excepted under 
the treaty between the United States 
and China. 
Provision is made for reg- 


istering the Chines? in the Philippines 
ar d their deportation to China in case 
of failure to register. 
As very few of 


tho Chinese, other than those in the 
Philippines, come within the exceptions, 
the effect of the decree is to make the 
exclusion practically absolute. 


General Otis made a report to the war 


department on April 1 last on the ex- 
ecution of the clsereo.

Chinese In good health, who previously 
resided In the Philippines, were ppr- 
mittod to land at Manila, Cebu or Ho- 
llo, the only thr^e open ports in the 
archipelago.

Battleship and Cruiser Combined. 


Washington, Sept. 19.—The naval engi- 


neers have perfected plans for the new 
battleships, which, if adopted, will pro- 
vide an entirely novel type for the navy 
The purpose is to have these ships com- 
bine in themselves the good qualities of 
battleships ac.3 armored cruisers. Thr 
aim will be to have the highest possible 
speed for such ships, in this case 20 knots 
per hour. This will be attained by tin 
use of triple screws, two small Eide 
screws for use in ordinary cruising and 
a big central screw to add to the propul- 
sive force in case high spted is needed 
The ships will be of 14,000 or 15,000 tons 
displacement, and with seven inches of 
the latest armor would be almost as 
strong in defense as a regular battle- 
ship. The coal capacity would be about 
2000 tons, sufficient at ordinary cruising 
speed to carry the ship 10,000 or 15,000 
miles. 


Schlev's Assignment. 


Washington, Sept. 19.—Admiral Schley 


has arrived here from New York, and 
will call upon the president to announce 
hia readiness to accept any duty tn 
which the president may assign him.

A dispatch from Johannesburg: says 


that the Boers are rushing troops to the 
border and a raid upon Natal is expected 
at any moment. 


The Boers are evidently anxious to 


open hostilities. They seem to realize 
that war is a certainty, and that by tak- 
ing time by the forelock, and occupying 
Natal, they can. win a tremendous ad- 
vantage over England. 


Large bodies of cavalry and several 


bauteries of artillery have been assem- 
bling right on the frontier during the 
past 24 hours, and it only needs a word 
to let this picked force, consisting of the 
flower of the Boer troops, loose upon 
Nata. 


The Boer enthusiasts say that befor§ 


the British reinforcements now at sea 
could arrive, Kruger's forces would have 
possession of every important position in 
Natal. 


A general panic has been caused among 


the British residents near the border. 
They have been fleeing in droves all day. 
They expected a raid at any moment, 
and in many cases they fled so.precipi-1 
tately as to leave their possessions be- 
hind. 


The families of the Boers are being 


hurried into camps, where they will be 
safe when hostilities open. Camps of 
refuge have been established at Aniers- 
foont and other parts of the province of 
Wakkerstrooom. on the border, for the 
safety of the Boer families along the 
frontier. 
Many have already sought 


refuge there, and others are now on their 
way in large and constantly increasing 
numbers. Huge stoclls of provisions 
have been supplied, and every precau- 
tion has been taken to guard against 
starvation if a long sitge is made. 


Special dispatches from South Africa 


confii m the report telegraphed yesterday 
that the Boers are massing artillery in 
positions commanding Lain-g's 
Nc-k 


Small Boer detachments occupy posi- 
tions above Buffalo river. 


The members of the Afrikander bund 


in Cape Town intend to convene the 
bund in congress to consider the situa- 
tion. 


A Bloemfontein paper reports the dis- 


missal of several Englishmen from the 
Bloemfontein police force because of 
their refusal to promise to serve on the 
command. 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Daily Mail says: 
The United StaAes 


consul in Cape Town has gone to Bloem- 
fontein, at the request of the govern- 
ment of the Orange Free State, to con- 
fer regarding the crisis. The Orange 
Free State executive are anxious to se- 
cure American intervention. Boer spies 
infest all the border towns. Two thou- 
sand troops will be dispatched to Kim- 
berley within a week. Five hundred 
started last night and others will go for- 
ward today. 


A dispatch from Pretoria says: 
The 


Transvaal state secretary, Mr. Keitz, In 
the course of an interview yesterday, 
declared that the government, the volks- 
raad and the people were unanimous 
regarding the attitude which the Trans- 
vaal had assumed, and that there was 
no foundation whatever for the reports 
of differences. 
Mr. Reitz also asserted 


that the Transvaal's decision was ar- 
rived at in conjunction with the Orange 
Free Slate.

GOLD* LADEN SHORB.' 


Congregational Missionary Writes of Vast 


Riches of Cape Nome District. 


Hoston, Sept. 19.—The Congregational 


Sunday school and publishing society 
makes public a report by Missionary 
Loyal L. Wirt, written on board the Yu- 
kon river steamer Sybil, aground on a 
sandbar under the Arctic circle, near 
fort Yukon, July 25 last. He says: 


"The Cape Nome diggers are produc- 


ing beyond the wildest dreams. 
The 


very sand on the shore is full of gold 
for 75 miles. 
Hundreds of men arc, 


with crude 'rockers,' taking out from 
?20 to J100 per clay. 
Anvil City will bo 


a close rival for Dawson next year. 


"Seven or cighl miles back from the 


town is a hill of some prominence, per- 
haps 1000 feet nbove Rea level. 
Skirting 


this hill wo soon carne upon Anvil creek, 
where, gold \vns first discovered last Oc- 
• ober. 
The 'strike' waa made by three 


Scandinavians who had been employed 
as government reindeer herders. Win- 
ter closed do,wn soon after these men 
started their claims, so no development 
work was done until after the ground 
thawed out, late this spring. 
When we 


therefore reached claim 'No. 1, below 
Discovery,' the method of extracting the 
gold from the gravel, called 'sluicing;,' 
had beeu in operation less than two 
months. 
In that time, despite all sorts 


of hindrances and primitive machinery, 
the claim had yielded upward of $100.000. 


"In this visit to the creek diggings, we 


had seen enough to make it evident that 
this is to be a very rich district, but our 
vibit the next day to the beach diggings 
revealed the peculiar feature of this 
marvelous camp—a feature which must 
soon command wide attention. Three 
\\eeks before my visit to Anvil City, it 
was discovered that the very sand of the 
beach contained gold in large quantities. 
As the United States government re- 
£prves 60 feet above tide on all shores, 
the local United States commissioner 
held t'hat the beach could not be con- 
trolled by private parties. This kept off 
claim locators, but permitted any one 
to mine the beach amywhere. The result 
of this ruling is, that every man who has 
not been'fortuniate enough to get a creek 
claim may provide hirnaelf with a rocker 
and go to work rocking the ruby sand on 
the beach. 


"Seldom, in the history of mining, has 


there been a camp where everybody 
could turn his labor to gold; but here 
every man, who is not doing better, may 
be found down on the shore line rocking 
out from $10 to $100 per day. The aver- 
age is not far from $50. We found about 
1500 thus employed. There are probably 
4000 people in this district with Anvil as 
a trading center." 


.WEEKLY 
CROP BULLETIN. 


Present Drought the Most Severe Ever Ex- 


perienced In New England. 


Boston, Sept. 19.—Following is a state- 


ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the 
reports of correspondents throughout 
the section, for the week ending Sept. 19: 


Excepting lig'ht showers, widely scat- 


tered, the weather during the past week 
was fair in all sections of New England. 
There was abundant sunshine. Frosts 
occurred in some parts of all sections on 
from one to three days. In the northern 
parts of the 
district < the 
frost 
was 


heavy with freezing temperature, espe- 
cially on the morning of the 16th. The 
fair, sunny weather was most favorable 
to all farm worl which made good pro- 
gress in all sections. 


The average temperature for the past 


wetrk shows a marked dropping off, the 
average, 56 degrees, being six degrees 
lower than for fhe week ending the llth 
instant. The mercury fell several points 
below freezing in sections of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont on the morn- 
ing of the 16th. It fell to dangerousJy 
near the freezing point in some of the 
most southern sections of the district. 


The rainfall for the past'week was 


very light, and unevenly distributee!. 
The average was 0.43 of an inch. Except- 
ing seasonable conditions in a small 
section of Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
there is great need of rain throughout 
New England. Numerous correspon- 
dents mention the drought as the most 
severe ever experienced. 


Killing frosts, near- the close of the 


week, damaged late corn more or less, 
especially in the northern sections of the 
district. They have checked vegetable 
growth generally, and in many inistancf s 
vines, tomatoes and beans have bec«n 
killed. 
So far as indicated, however, 


by the reports at hand, no great or wide- 
spread damage has resulted from the 
cool weather. Fall plowing and seeding 
are retarded in about all sections by the 
severe drought, the soil being too dry 
for cultivation. Stock water is scarce, 
resulting in much inconvenience to farm- 
ers and also a shortage in the milk sup- 
ply.

the island under the control of the 
United States, and the right of our gov- 
ernment to establish a naval station on 
the northern shore of Cuba. General 
Wilson thinks that the Cubans will agree 
to all of these things.

Startling Statements Made by 


the Agricultural Department. 


NATIONAL PUEE POOD LAW NEEDED 


IVhat Government Chemiutii Have 


Pound Oat — Iu-,'C3i;cntlonB Cover- 
Icy: a Series of Tear* — Enll»ting 
Public Interest. 
Tho attention of the eomntry seems 


to be awakened to food adulterations 
as nevL-r before, says a Wsisliin^ton 
correspondent of the New York Even- 
lug Post. 
For years tho division of 


chemistry oi' the- United States depart- 
ment of agriculture has been quietly 
conducting investigations, and 
from 


time to time publishm^ reports intend- 
ed to enlist public interest BO as to 
bring about suitable legislation ajid 
the means for its proper enforcement. 
The history of this campaign of edu- 
cation hari been peculiar. The govern- 
ment started the investigation, but the 
states have taken the lead in legislat- 
ing. It has not yet been possible to pass 
a national pure food law, in which re- 
spect this country is unlike every other 
civilized nation on earth. 
The ob- 


ject of national legislation would be to 
control tbe interstate commerce in 
adulterated foods and to regulate their 
sale in tbe District of Columbia and 
the territories. This will undoubtedly 
come in the near future. In all proba- 
bility sucii a lav/ would have passed 
congress years ago but for the un- 
necessary alarm of the cottonseed oil 
men, who hastened to Speaker Crisp 
for protection as soon as the bill had 
passed the senate, and it has always 
been supposed that this was the in- 
fluence which prevented its coming 
before the house. 
About 20 states 


have passed pure food laws of vary- 
ing merit, that in Ohio being probably 
the best, with.Massachusetts and Ken- 
tucky following close behind. 


The ninth part of the series of re- 


ports issued by the department of 
agriculture .en food adulterants deals 
with cereals and cereal products. To 
it little attention has yet been given in 
the newspapers. 
Such products are 


naturally so cheap in this country that 
the temptation to adulterate them is 
not great. 
Moreover, their adultera- 


tions are not so sensational as in many 
other kinds of food, like flavoring ex- 
tracts, spices, and the like. The ex- 
tent nevertheless to which even this 
form of food adulteration is carried on 
will doubtless come to the readers of 
tbe report as a surprise. Of the 815 
flours examined in the food control 
station at Vienna nearly 14 per cent 
contained bran, cowpeas, cockle seed, 
darnel and traces of tiletia caries. 
Twenty-sis samples of ginger cakes 
were colored with eosin, safrain and 
fuchsia. In one case the yellow color 


• contained distinct traces of lead. Va- 
rious pastry samples were colored red 
with eosin, violet with aniline violet, 
and a yellow color contained lead 
chromate. A sample of pastry contain- 
ing beaten white of egg contained 
alum, which was undoubtedly added to 
permit tbe use of old eggs. An apple 
dumpling contained large quantities oH 
zinc oxide. 


It is probable that a larger amount 


of adulteration is practiced in the case 
of buckwheat than with any other 
cereal product. 
The price of buck- 


wheat is relatively higher than that of 
rye and other cereals from which a 
flour corresponding to it can be made 
and so renders adulteration, profitable. 
This is probably no detriment from a 
nutritive point of view, but deserves 
condemnation, on economical and eth- 
ical grounds. The use of potatoes in 


j bread making is very extensively prac- 


ticed in Europe and is not unknown in 
this country. The result of mixing po- 
tatoes with flour in breadmaking is an 
increase of the carbohydrates and a 
decrease of the protoid matter in the 


j loaf. In tliis country the use of pota- 


toes in breadmaking is largely prac- 
ticed in private families, where it is 
supposed that a belter bread can be 
secured. This potion is probably er- 


1 roneons. The chief object of adding 


the potatoes to the flour is to- prevent 
the loaf drying too rapidly, but this 
can be just as well clone by proper 
baking, inclosing the moist interior 
with a practically impervious crust. 
The admixture of potato and wheat 
flour is economical only when the price 
of the potato starch is less than that 
of the same amount of material ia 
cereals. It is very difficult to detect 
the presence of potato in'bread sold by 
bakers, provided the mixture of the 
dough is thoroughly accomplished and 
•Rio baking is done with a. sufficiently 
high temperature to disintegrate the 
starch granules. 
The use of chalk, 


terra alba and other substances of like 
character with flour is almost never 
practiced in the United States. 
In- 


Btances are on record of such adulter- 
ations in Europe.

A crystal three or 
four inches in diameter, which is said 
to have been for hundreds of years the 
oracle of a Japanese temple, was pur- 
chased 
by an American 
gentleman 


traveling in Japan, and, although he 
has been offered $5,000 for it, he de- 
clines to sell. The crystal is to all ap- 
pearances a large glass globe. It is 
clearer and harder than glass, however, 
and in the light shows all sorts of iri- 
descent colors. The globe was original- 
ly a piece of rock crystal, polished into 
a ball through the labor of painstaking 
orientals, some of whom work for a 
lifetime on a single crystal. 


The gazer when he wishes to consult 


the oracle unrolls the crystal from the 
silk cloth in which he keeps it to pro- 
tect it from the light, as the photogra- 
pher does his camera. Then, without 
allowing the hand to touch it, he bal- 
ances it on top of a goblet in such a 
way that it still does not come in con- 
tact with the glass, but with the silk. 
Over the crystal is suspended a piece 
of the finest glass, shaped something 
like a flat headed pestle. This glass is 
called the reflector. An electric wire is 
connected with the reflector, and the 
woman who wants to know the future 
holds the lower end of the wire in the 
hand, that the brain image may be tele- 
graphed along it and reflected in the 
crystal.

The hair should be cut at the ends 


? every month to promote the. growth. It 


>, should be washed every two weeks 
\ and should be brushed every night 
" and morning to make it soft and silky. 
\ If the child's teeth are irregular and 
\ inclined to decay, do not delay in 
" taking it to a dentist. Tho tooth of a 
[ child require great care and should be 


> cleaned every morning and at night 


', on putting the little one to bed. 
The 


I teeth should also be cleaned after each 


;• meal. 
[ 
A child may be bom with personal 


i beauty, but good manners are acquir- 
» ed; yet, without the good manners, 
; tho child's beauty will be little ad- 
[ mired. Tho mother must strive to 
• teach her child those early lessons in 


gentility that no after training can 
ever equal in value. 


A mother cannot expect good health 


in a child unless she folloivs hygienic 
rules. 
The child should be put to 


bed at 5 o'clock in the evening after 
it has eaten a light meal of bread and, 
milk or porridge. The sleeping rooms 
should be well ventilated, with a 
southern exposure. 


A child ought to rise at 7 o'clock in 


tho morning and have a light break- 
fast consisting of a soft boiled egg 
and toast. With this, it may have a 
glass of milk diluted with water, but 
tea and coffee should never be given 
to it. 


A great mistake made by American 


mothers is that they allow the chil- 
dren the same food that they them- 
selves take, and the delicate stom- 
achs of the little ones are disastrously 
called on to do the same work as 
those of grown persons. 


What food should a child be given? 


Plenty of milk, soft boiled eggs, toast 
and a moderate amount of fruit in sea- 
son. Very little meat should be serv- 
ed to it and that only at noon. All 
kinds of vegetables that are in season 
are proper food. Broths are nourish- 
ing and puddings m»de of milk and 
eggs. It would be better for children's 
stomachs if they did not know what 
nuts and candies wore. 


If mothers would rear their chil- 


dren according, to this regime, dyspep- 
sia would not be so alarmingly on the 
increase.

THE WORD BLIZZARD. 


Said to Have Been D»ed In South Da- 


kota In tne Sixties. 


A well known book of reference 


states that the Chicago Advance was 
the originator of the word "blizzard" 
on the 8th of January, 1880. Old tim- 
ers in South Dakota take exception to 
the statement. A story is told by the 
editor of the Hutchinson County Her- 
ald, who commenced his newspaper 
work on the Dakota Republican, at 
Vermillion, in August, 1867. 


The Peake family, Swiss bell ringers, 


arrived in ^Vermillion by stage, and 
William Peake, manager of the bell 
ringers, said to a party of friends, "I 
would like to see one of your blizzards 
I have heard so much about." Mr. True 
answered: "All right. We will order 
one for your special benefit and have 
4t here when you come back through 
here from Yankton." 


After showing three nights in Yank- 


ton the troupe started homeward to 
Sioux City, Mr. Peake being on the 
outside of the stage with the driver. 
The morning was warm and balmy. 
Mr. Peake was astonished at the ac- 
tions of the driver, who suddenly whip- 
ped up, and asked, what the matter 
was. 
T. C. Williams, who was driv- 


ing, answered that he was afraid Mr. 
True's order was going to be a little 
ahead of time. 
"Look to the north- 


west," said he. There was the blizzard 
approaching in all its fury. In almost 
a minute the blinding snow was being 
whirled through the air, and Mr. 
Pealie withdrew to the inner part of 
the stage. It was one of the most ter- 
rific storms known to the territory, 
which is saying considerable. 
The 


Peake troxipe was compelled to wait 
several days at Vermillion until Mr. 
True's blizzard had blown itself out— 
Sioux Falls Argus.

Mexican cowboys were attacked in So- 
nora by mounted Yaquis, who opened 
fire on them and drove away horses and 
cattle guarded by the Mexicans. The 
Mexicajis fied, but one vaquero re- 
mained and fought the whole body of 
the Yaquis, Pilling many of them. 
He 


was finally shot, and it is said his corpse 
was shockingly mutilated.

One Hundred Thousand Acre* Pro- 


duce Seventy-five Hundred Thou- 
sand Dn«h«l» —Joy Follow* DIn- 
couraireuient Along the Kn«Ua»klu 
Levee. 
Two hundred million bushels is the 


estimated corn yield for the state of 
Illinois for this year, and "Egypt," 
that part of the state extending from a 
line drawn from east to west touching 
Centralla down to Ctilro, will produce 
uot less thau one-third of the yield, 
Bays the Chicago Hecord. The Ameri- 
can and Santa Fe bottoms, consisting 
of about 100,000 acres, extending along 
the KaskasUla river, are but a mass of 
ripening grain, for the relentless Sep- 
tember suu, which is withering every- 
thing else within its range, Is putting 
a golden touch upon the huge ears of 
corn that protrude from every side of 
the heavy stalks. The 100,000 acres in 
these two great fields will yield an. av- 
erage of 75 bushels to the acre, mak- 
ing si total of 7,500,000 bushels. 


Of the two fields the Santa Fe is per- 


haps the more impressive. With the 
exception of the Air Line railroad, 
which extends through the 
entire 


length of the bottom, not a single di- 
viding line mars the beauty of the 
field. The road's grade is an average 
of 10 or 12 feet ia height, that the 
tracks may always be above the water 
of an accidental overflow, aud the corn 
tassels wave almost upon a level with 
the passing car windows, while from 
either side the fields of ripening maize 
stretch away as far as the eye of-the 
traveler may reach. 


Eight years ago where the fields of 


ripening grain now wave and rustle in 
the winds was an uncultivated swamp, 
rank with the growth of vegetation 
produced 'by the annual overflow of 
the Kaskaskia river, which usually 
lasted from four to ten weeks. When 
the waters lowered and the greater 
portion of the laud had drained, large 
fiat basins remained filled, forming 
shallow lakes overgrown' with button- 
woods and-yonkey pins, ideal breeding 
places 
for" -wild ducks, brant and 


woodcock. Here the mosquito thrived 
In great numbers, and the squirrel and 
raccoon laid away their winter's store 
always undisturbed. By autumn the 
sun would dry the shallow lakes. The 
deeper baslus would dwindle to little 
pools of dirty black water, and the fish 
left there by the spring rise would din 
In countless numbers, while the Wack 
buzzard and the blue heron feasted 
upon the filthy mess. A terrible nau- 
seating stench permeated the atmos- 
phere, while malaria in its worst 
form lurked in every direction. 


The thousands of acres of land were 


fertile but useless. The section Just 
north of the two bottoms became 
thickly settled, and the continued sum- 
mer droughts damaged the growing 
crops to such an extent that the farm- 
ers began looking for available ground 
that would carry the crops through the 
season without rain. The Santa Fe 
and American bottoms offered the op- 
portunities. A sum of §75,000 was sub- 
scribed, and a company formed exclu- 
sively of farmers was organized to con- 
struct a levee along the Kaskaskia 
river to stop the annual overflows, that 
the bottom lands vmight be converted 
Into farms. Two years were required 
to build the levee, which extends from j 
a poiut near Carlyle, In Clinton coun- 
ty, to a poiut directly opposite Okaw- 
ville, in Washington county, a distance 
of about 18 miles. 


The iirst rise of the river after the 


completion of the levee was the high- 
est for a number of years. The farmers 
had been preparing the ground, clear- 
ing it of brush and timber and grub- 
bing the stumps. All were eager to 
test the new soil, but when the water 
had reached the highest mark, just 
when the danger seemed to have pass- 
ed, then the levee broke. The whole 
bottoms were again fiooded, and to put 
in crops that year was out of the ques- 
tion, but by the time the spring crops 
were sown on the- uplands and the low- 
lands had again become dry more mon- 
ey had been subscribed and the levee 
was being reconstructed along its en- 
tire length. The bottoms were reclaim- 
ed and the levee held. 
Clearing has 


progressed rapidly until today the tim- 
ber is scant and nowhere is there a 
finer cornfield than that of the Santa 
Fe* bottom. 


In March, 1SOS, the levee broke for 


the second time. The rise was an ex- 
traordinary one, and the embankment 
could not withstand the heavy sweep 
of the current. The entire bottom was 
flooded, and part of the corn crop was 
not planted until the latter part of 
June. But what a production came 
from these fields! Three days after 
the break a mass meeting was held at 
Bartelso, a little German village of 
one church, one atore and one saloon, 
and $8,000 was obtained to repair the 
break and strengthea the entire dike. 


The yield of corn alone in these re- 


claimed lands during the first throe 
years more than repaid the farmers for 
their labor and their outlay of money. 
In the history of southern Illinois no 
such yield as the one produced this 
year is recorded. Corn cribs are nu- 
merous along the Air line, yet not an 
hour passes that the sound of the ham- 
mer does not echo through the thiu 
timber along the Kaskaskia, disturb- 
ing the few remaining squirrels who 
are just beginning to lay away their 
winter's store. Mnny cribs are need- 
ed to hold this year's crop, and the 
farmers are not slow to supply them. 
Another month and the new cribs will 
be burstina with the yellow grain.

For the 40th time in the history of 


the Hoosac Valley Agricultural society, 
the gates of the fair 
grounds 
were 


opened this morning for the first day 
of the annual cattle show and fair. 
A return was made this year to the 
former custom of having a three days' 
fair, and the first day was given over 
largely to the arrangement of exhibits 
and all the preliminary work. It is dis- 
tinctly the "cattle show" day, and the 
most interesting feature 
f for 
visitors 


•uas the exhibition of cattle, s\vine and 
poultry. Hall exhibits were not all in 
till this afternoon, and none of 
the 


special attractions were given. 


The opening day was almost ideal in 


its cattle show weather, with slight 
threatenings of showers which did not 
materialize. As was expected, the at- 
tendance on the opening day was 
very 
small, 
most 
of 
the 
at- 


tendance being made up of exhibitors 
and their friends. These were enough 
in number, however, to give the whole 
grounds a lively aspect, and during the 
afternoon more went from the city to 
the grounds. 


The number of fakirs this year is 


greater than last, although 
there is 


plenty of room for all who are there. 
There are no vaudeville shows in oper- 
ation as yet, and the most conspicuous 
thing is the number of "tintype" gal- 
leries. There are the usual puppet and 
cane alleys, -\\here the cheerful pastime 
of tossing rings and throwing balls may 
be indulged in, the gypsies and TCgyp- 
tan tent, merry-go-round and "battle 
of Manila," besides several lunch tents. 
There is also on exhibition in the realms 
of the fakirs, as one of the inducements 
to enter one of the tents, an autograph 
letter from 
Admiral George De\\ey, 


written from Manila, to Charles- M. 
Miller of Glens Falls, in acknowledge- 
ment of the fact that said Mr. Miller 
named his infant son in honor of the 
hero. 


The police have their usual head- 


quarters in a side room of the main 
hall, with several officers on duty. Their 
work this morning consisted in weed- 
ing out the illegal fakirs.

three 


wheels of fortune and the like were in 
readiness to gather in the shekels of the 
innocent.

Cattle 


The exhibit of cattle was pronounced 


by old-time fair goers to be rather larg- 
er and better than usual, though it 
seemed to some that they could recall 
better displays. However, most of the 
pens were filled with good specimens of 
cattle and sheep. S. A. Hickox of South 
"\Vilhamsto\vn 
exhibited his herd of 


thoroughbred Jerseys, which 
always 


p ltract attention, Mr. Hickox has bred 
(•'-'••fully for many years, keeping prac- 
ti'. 1 results constantly in view, and as 
a n j'l he has one of the finest and 
most JIM -"uctivc* herds of this breed in 
northern T.^ikhire. This herd occupied 
a large open pen and was much ad- 
mired by all visitors. 
The Holstein 


breed was finely represented by a herd 
of 2.~i animals owned by W. B. Barton 
of Dalton, This herd v is shipped to 
Xorth Adams Mi-idiv by rail and was 
ooe of the b"1"' exhibits o<" Holsteins 
ever made on the ground.

Swine 


The exhibit of swine is never very 


large at this fair, and about the usual 
number were shown this ye.ir, Chester 
White being the most popular breed, as 
it has been in this section for some 
years. D. B. Gnlusho of Williamstown 
showed n sow and pigs of this breed 
which took first premium, and other ex- 
hibitors of sows and pigs were George 
Galusha. of Willlamctmvn, who took 
second premium, Arthur Gnlusha, of 
Williamstown third, a.n<1 Tjewis Wil- 
liams of Williamslown fourth.

Williams of Williamstown exhibited his 
improved Chester White boar "O. T. C.," 
which came from Cleveland, O., about 
a year ago. Tt Is a very fine animal and 
was awarded first premium. 


Poultry 


The poultry exhibit was better than 


usual, the coops being we'll filled with 
goT>(] snecimons of nearly all known 
brc-eds of fowl, though Uiere were few, 
if nny, turkeys on exhibition. 
There 


wore various varieties of pigeons, 
though the exhibit in this particular 
line has been more extensive in some 
piii°it ;H?a.rs. 
The largest exhibitors 


were Gardner & Strong of Washington, 
D. C., who had CC varieties in SI coops. 


This display was to be seen in a tent 
erected by the society for the exhibit- 
ors, and attracted well deserved atten- 
tion. The birds were 1ft fine condition 
and were in neat and attractive coops. 
Gardner & Strong are breedrs of fancy 
poultry an.d have been exhibiting the 
product of their yards for 1C years. 
Their collection included aJmost all va- 
rieties of fowls, among1 which were 
some rare specimens. 
They had the 


first buff PBlish fowls ever seen oa the 
grounds and their Japanese Pilkies ami 
Frizzled fowls were curiosities indeed. 
A pair of Toulouse geese were an inter- 
esting part of this exhibit, and the sil- 
ver and golden Seabright fowls, worth 
$,">0 per coop, were exceptionally liae. 
The exhibitors were well pleased \\ith 
the accommodations afforded them by 
the society. At Pltts.leld last \\eek they 
were obliged to exhibit in the open air 
and thev are now doctoring some of 
their valuable- fowls, which took cohl 
on that occasion. lj. II. Gunn of Ijanes- 
boro was on hand \\ith a lariro. and 
excellent exhibit of poultry of various 
kinds. 
Mr. Gunn isi one of the well 


known poultry breeders of the county. 
P. P. Pacuette of Williamstc\\ n ex- 
hibited various kinds of poultry, also 
Irish setter, bull terrier and shepherd 
dogs and pups. A feature of the poul- 
try exhibit was a large hawk in one of 
tho ca£res, which the owner had evi- 
dently not possessed for any length of 
time, as it was announced to be an owl. 
A pair of Welsh rabbits, with ears put- 
ting to shame the long'est produced by 
any o'-dinary breed, were to be seen in 
one of the coops and \\ ere regarded as 
a great curiosity. Tt if impossible to 
mention the names of all exhibitors, but 
there was a good display and one that 
did credit to all. Geoige F. Schonler, 
the superintendent of this department, 
worked hard In the interest of the poul- 
trymen and the society, and to him 
much credit is due for the excellence 
of this feature of the fair.

The exhibition hall was a scene of
